TYPHOID EPIDEMIC 
~~ RECURRENCE FEARED 


Medical Health Officer Withelaw 
Drews Attention two Fact that there 
Are at Present 68 Cases in the City 
—Eight Dee hs Occurred Here in 
November, 


Grave danger of a recurrence of the 
typhoid fever epidemic that prevailed 
in Edmonton during the fall months 
is pointed out in the monthly report 
of Dr. T. H. Whitelaw, city health 
officer, He says that the seriousness 
of the disease is indicated by the fact 
that six deaths occurred in Novem- 
ber. An equal number of smalipox 
cages in the city, he declares, would 
cause almost a panic, though it is now 
rare to hear of a death from small- 
pox.

This statement was made by Captain 
Charles Mueller, compass adjuster and 
marine surveyor to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment today in discussing the find- 
ing of the wreck commissioner recent- 
ly in relation to the stranding of the 
Canadian Lake Lines steamer Corunna 
last 4 jer. In this particular case 
it was stated by the officers of the ves- 
wel, that the vessel went aground ow- 
ing to the: fact that while lying at a 
wharf in Montreal previous to the 
voyage on which she stranded, she was 
struck by afi outgoing steamer, the 
impact destroying the accuracy of the 
compass. 

Captain Muehier stated that the law 
required that a second compass be 
carried by all vessels, byt that the Taw 
was not enforced. Tn his opinion own- 
ers In Many cases would promptly 
supercede q certain cantain who insist- 
ed on the extra expenditure. In cases 
where a s@cond compass. was carried, 
it was generally stored away and 
never referred to much less adjusted. 

Look-out “men, according to Captain 
Mueller, are habitually careless and 
seldom make reports on Nghts or on 
other matters that do not seem to them 
Uf much importance. The reason, ac- 
cording to Captain Mueller that the 
law is not enforced is that there are 
too few inspectors and ‘consequently 
the Canadian system fs defective and 
conipares most unfavorably with that 
of the United States. Captain Mueller 
intends going to- Ottawa to lay the 
matter before the authorities.
